We are receiving many inquiries as to 
whether signing of the N. R. A. will con- 
stitute the mark of the beast, to which 
we answer, No. The mark of the beast 
will be given in the right hand or the 
forehead, Rev. 13:16. Nevertheless gov- 
ernment control is an exercise of those 
powers given to the beast and mentioned 
in V. 7, but so long as it only regulates 
industry and does not effect or attempt 
to restrain Christian worship and liberty, 
signing of as agreement by housewives 
or industries cannot be the mark of the 
beast. The beast will be the last world- 
wide emperor who will demand that all 
mankind worship him, V. 8. 


The present form of the government in 
its effort to create jobs for the jobless is 
more in harmony with the spirit of reli- 
gion than it is against it, nevertheless, the 
regulation of prices and boycott of stores 
or manufacturers who do not cooperate 
with the N. R. A. is in the light of V. 17 
a characteristic of the administration of 
the beast. Our present government 
has nothing in view but the betterment 
of mankind, altho’ the signs of the times 
point with their unerring certainty that 
we are headed toward the rise of the fi- 
nal Antichrist.

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“Ghe Value of Praise (With Prayer 


ET your moderation be known unto 

all men. The Lord is at hand, Be care- 
ful for nothing; but in every thing by 
prayer and supplication WITH THANKS. 
GIVING let your requests be made known 
unto God, Phil. 4:5, 6. 

“By him therefore let us offer the sac- 
rifice of PRAISE to God _ continually, 
that is, the fruit of our lips giving thanks 
to his name; Heb. 13:15. 

“And as he entered into a certain vil- 
lage, there met him ten men that were 
lepers, which stood afar off: And they 
lifted up their voices, and said, Jesus 
Master, have mercy on us. And when he 
saw them, he said unto them, Go shew 
yourselves unto the priests. And it came 
to pass, that, as they went, they were 
cleansed. And one of them, when he saw 
that he was healed, turned bacx, and with 
a loud voice glorified God, and fell down 
on his face at his feet, giving him thanks: 
and he was a Samaritan. And Jesus an- 
swering said, Were there not ten cleans- 
ed? but where are the nine? There are not 
found that returned to give glory to God, 
save this stranger. And he said unto him, 
arise, go thy way: thy faith hath made 
thee whole,” Luke 17:12-19. 

Numerous other passages cou!d be quot- 
ed to point out the great value of praise 
and thanksgiving in connection’ with 
prayer. Praise is associated with all God's 
dealings with the human family; this nas 
always been the case from the very begin- 
ning. “When the morning stars sang t»- 
gether, and all the sons of God shouted 
for joy,” Job 38:7. 

The words “praise” and “thanksgiving,” 
which are synonymous in meaning, ap- 
pear all through the Bible. In many in- 
stances praise is offered for answered 
prayer. The first mention in this connec 
tion is found in Gen. 29:35 where Rachel, 
at the time Judah was born, said, “Now 
will I praise the Lord.” “Judah” means 
praise. The lepers that were cleansed of 
their leprosy should have had a spontan 
eous praise, but only one turned to offer 
praise. Jesus was concerned to know 
where the nine were who shared like 


blessing in answer to their cry for mercy. 
It of course would be more natural for

one to offer praise and thanksgiving for 
blessings or favor already received. But 
our first scripture quoted in this article 
suggests that we are to offer praise and 
thanksgiving with our prayers. That 
means praise as We pray. 

God has said, “Ask and ye shaall re- 
ceive.” This is His principle in connection 
with receiving blessings from Him. It is, 
however, very evident that praise in con- 
nection with prayer is also attached to 
this fixed principle. Praise with prayer 
stimulates faith in the one who offers the 
prayer. “In every thing (all things) by 
prayer and supplication with thamnsyiv 
ing let your requests be made known uu- 
to God.” 

It has been said that prayer is the life 
of the Christian, and thus it is. It may 
also be said that praise is a promineat 
fruit of that life which is the result of 
prayer. 

These are the days spoxen of by tie 
Apostle Paul as “perilous days.” Men’s 
hearts are failing them for looking after 
those things that are coming upon the 
world. But on the other hand these are 
glorious days for the children of God. 
These are the days which the Prophet 
Joel also spoke of, but in different terms 
to the Apostle Paul. Joel said, “And it 
shall come to pass afterward, that I will 
pour out my Spirit upon all flesh; and 
your sons and your daughters shall proph 
esy, and your old men _ shall dream 
dreams, and your young men shall see 
visions. And also upon the servants and 
upon the handmaids in those days will I 
pour out my Spirit,” Joel 2:28, 29. Evi- 
dently we are now living in “God’s latter 
rain,” rainy season. These are precious 
days of ripening the fruit for the harvest. 
These are days when men ought always 
to pray and not to faint. These are days 
when God’s children should let’ their 
Christian light shine the brighter. 

The enemy of our souls and all that is 
good is waging a desperate fight to 
thwart God’s plan and purpose in every 
life. Kingdoms are in the balances. Great 
leaders are being dethroned, and others 
set up. The commercial world is under- 
going drastic changes in most every line. 


The spirit of war lurks in the hearts of 


every nation under Heaven. The at- 
tempts to permanently stamp war «ut 
have not been successful. Earthquakes 


are numerous, pestilences stalk over ine 
land, famines are becoming to be com- 
mon. But right along with the fulfillment 
of all the prophecies relative to the world 


conditions, the prophecies concerning 
God’s people are being fulfilled very 
rapidly and impressively. “And when 


these things begin to come to pass, then 
look up, and lift up your heads; for your 
redemption draweth nigh,” Luke 21:26. 
As we acquaint ourselves with God’s way 
of doing things we can more readily say 
with the Apostle Paul, “And we know 
that all things work together for good to 
them that love God, to them who are the 
called according to his purpose,” Rom. 
8:28. Every trial is a blessing, just a lit- 
tle blessing in disguise, to bring out the 
true qualities of a true child of God, 
which He is so much desirous that we 
manifest in everyday life. 

In these days of insane anxiety for 
worldly pleasure and worldly systems we 
are admonished in the text to “be careful 
(ful of care) for nothing.” The theme of 
Paul’s letter to the Philippians wzss 
“Christian experience.” And the great 
truth he is advancing is that Christian 
experience is not something which is go- 
ing on around the believer, but something 
which is going on witfiin the believer. He 
said, “For me to live is Christ, and to die 
is gain” (1:21). Right then, Christian ex- 
perience is the outworking whatever one’s 
circumstances may be, of the life, nature, 
and mind of Christ living in us. 


Jesus in His earthly life set a true and 
correct example for those who would fol- 
iow Him and inherit eternal life in fhe 
end. His was a life of prayer to His Fa- 
ther. Expression of pride and thanksgiv- 
ing was coupled with His requests made 
to God. Counsel with friends and those 
of mature experience is good and profit- 
able. But our text admonishes us to make 
our requests known unto God. No one can 
live a consistent Christian life without 
that constant, continual touch with God 
in prayer. And no one who lives this con: 
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sistent Christian life will be void of that 
overflow experience of spontaneous praise. 

The value of PRAISE with prayer can- 
not be over-estimated. I once heard of a 
young man who having a desire for Chris- 
tian training, decided to attend Bible 
School, though there was a doubt in his 
mind as to whether or not he was reaily 
saved. This doubt Was causing the young 
man much concern, so one day he open- 
ed up his heart and confessed to one of 
the teachers that he was not fully satis- 
fied about his conversion. The teacher at 
once began to question him, realizing he 
could never be successful in the study of 
God’s Word entertaining such a doubt. 
“Have you confessed your sins to God?” 
asked the teacher. The young man an- 
swered, “Yes, with bitter tears I have re- 
pented.” “Have you, and do you accept 
Jesus as your personal Savior?” contin- 
ued the teacher. The young man _ said, 
“Yes, I have repented and I do accept 
Jesus as my Savior, and further, I have 
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made all possible restitutions, but for all 
that I don’t FEEL like I am saved.” The 
teacher interrupted with the explanation 
that we are saved thru faith and the mvu- 
ment we believe after having met such 
conditions to warrant salvation, we are 
then saved. Then he said to the honest, 
sincere young man, “If you have met the 
conditions in repenting and restitution, 
now praise God for salvation. We are ad- 
monished in the Bible to pray with 
thanksgiving. You have prayed, but you 
have not praised.” The young man follow- 
ed the instructions and was soon convinc- 
ed beyond question that God had heard 
his prayer and had accepted him as His 
child. Praise moves one into that place 
of faith that nothing else will. Sacrificia! 
praise with prayer is as fruitful as praise 
is at other times. 

All ten of the lepers prayed, only one 
PRAISED, he received the extra, special 
blessing from the Lord. “Praise is come- 
ly for the upright.” 


Preaching

N Matt. 10:7 I find the words, “And as 

ye go, preach” recorded as having been 
spoken by the Son of God, and we at 
once recognize Him as the authority for 
the text which we use in writing this sub- 
ject. 

Why we preach this is easily answered 
by simply referring to the text; namely, 
because Jesus commanded us to do so. 

WHAT SHALL WE PREACH? 

The answer is found in Paul’s instruc- 
tions to his beloved son, Timothy, 2 Tim. 
4:1, 2 where he says, “I charge thee — 
Preach the word.” Many other scriptures 
we could use to strengthen the argument, 
but let these suffice, that in the mouth 
of two or three witnesses every word may 
be established. 

Now I am thoroughly convinced that 
much of what we hear palmed off on the 
world today as gospel preaching, is not 
really preaching according to the original 
plan of the great master-preacher who 
uttered the words of our text. Passing 
down the street of this city recently, I 
noted the subject for the Sunday evening 
service, as advertised on the bulletin 
board in front of one of the popular 
churches, and the subject was, “Andy’s 
Old Organ.” Well, I set my mind to work 
to decide how a subject of that sort might 
be used to reach the hungry soul of some 
storm-tossed mariner on the sea of time, 
and to save me, I could not figure it out. 

The world is full of so-called and would- 
be preachers, who are there simply for 
the thrill of having their name heralded 
abroad as being able to draw a crowd and 
take up a collection. This kind of folks 
are described in 1 Tim. 1:7, and if called 
upon to tell when, where, and how they 
got their call to the ministry, they would 
be in the same deplorable condition as the 
man who went to the wedding supper

without a wedding garment on. See Matt. 
22:12. 

It has been said that the two constitu- 
ent elements in preaching are “a man 
and a message” and I contend that the 
ministry of preaching the gospel is a God- 
appointed office, and they who fill that 
sacred position must be God-called, God- 
filled and God-sent; any other class of 
professors and non-possessors are impos- 
tors and will reap the reward of their 
folly in the judgment. 

A MAN AND A MESSAGE 

The man must be God’s man, and the 
message must be God’s message, and 
man’s only part. in the program is to 
deliver that God-inspired message and 
keep himself just as far out of sight as 
the east is from the west. I am reminded 
of the story of some prominent minister 
who was introduced to an assembly of 
church people, and then as they went :o 
prayer, the leader prayed as_ follows, 
“Now Lord we thank thee for our brother, 
but now please blot him out, that we may 
see thee,” and I don’t know how the rest 
of my brother ministers feel, but I pray 
that God will do for me just what that 
leader asked Him to do for that brother. 

Preaching, real genuine heaven-born, 
God-inspired, Holy Ghost-anointed preach- 
ing will move somebody one way or an- 
other, either closer to God or farther from 
Him. God said it would, and it alwa/s 
has, and it always will. It did at Pente- 
cost, and continued to do so until the 
ministry departed from the Word 
and invited the world into the pulpit, and 
the Holy Ghost was’ grieved and 
departed; and since that time the 
most of the preaching that we have had 
to endure has been a lot of useless, juice- 
less, colorless, fireless junk that woulda’t 
save a poor lost soul in a million years. 
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Now I do not want to be branded as 
being opposed to order and system, but, 
my brethren, when it comes to having to 
depend on a lot of old dusty, rusty, musty 
outlines that have been preached over 
and over so long until the congregation 
knows exactly what you are going to say 
next, then I say it is time to call a halt 
and get back to the old time way vf pray- 
ing down our message from the sky. 

THINGS NEW AND OLD 

In Matt. 13:52 Jesus makes mention of 
the “householder” who brings forth out of 
his treasure, things new and old. Now 
without violating the rules for rightly 
dividing the Scriptures, I believe that we 
could very well say that this “household- 
er” is the preacher of today, and he 
should be able to keep his flock in a state 
of expectancy by having something new 
for them to feed on from time to time. 

THE BIBLE IS THE TEXT BOOK 
and our preaching should always be Bib- 
lical in its every aspect, but there are 
numbers of preachers who never’ read 
anything but the Bible, and perhaps do 
not read that as much as they should: 
as a result their preaching is along one 
line of thought all the time and will in 
time grow stale to the audience. 

Recently a good man was sent to fill 
a pastorate in a city where he had pas- 
tored some years before. And when on 
Sunday morning we assembled ourselves 
for the first service when he was to speak, 
we were surprised and shocked when he 
took the stand and chose for his theme, a 
subject that he had spoken on so many 
times before in this same place. Then he 
proceeded to relate some of his past ex- 
perience, which we had heard over and 
over until it was too stale for anything. 
I made a note of the occasion, and prom- 
ised the Lord that I would study His 
Word more closely, read more good booxs, 
and exchange thoughts and suggestions 
with other ministers, greater in power of 
expression, and more successful than 1 
am, and try to profit thereby. 

FEED THE FLOCK 

In Acts 20:28 Paul, instructing the 
elders of Ephesus said, “Take heed, unto 
thy self; and to all the flock over whic! 
the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers 
(ministers) to feed the church of God.” 

Note that they were first to take “heed” 
unto themselves, then to all the flock, to 
“feed” the flock. No true shepherd pas- 
tures his sheep on the same ground all 
the time, but he is continually looking 
for new fields, rolling lands of green luxu- 
rious grass, shady pastures where he may 
feed his sheep; and when they have eat- 
en over one field, he leads them on to 
another. Again, he does not give them 
stagnant water to drink, but he leads 
them to flowing streams of cool, thirst- 
slaking waters, where they may drink and 
have their thirsty souls revived. Or per- 
adventure he waters them from a well, 
the water must be drawn fresh every day. 

I thank the Lord for my good wife who 
sits near me while I try to preach, and 
prays for me; and often I ask her to 
watch my sermons and try to see if I am 
making any advancement, or if I am giv- 

















' 
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ing the folks the same “old stale bread” 
every Sunday. Of course she tries to en- 
courage me, but I fear some times that 
I am falling short in my effort to feed 
and nourish the sheep. My prayer is, O 
God, give us men and women, emptied 
of self and void of that desire for a repu- 
tation, men who are willing to suffer for 
and with the little flock, forgetting the 
tithes and offerings, take what God gives 
them and go after lost souls and go for 
the worst. 


PRAYER AND ITS PLACE IN THE 
MINISTRY 


No man can be a preacher who is not 
a pray-er. In the New Testament alone, 
there are about 173 references to pray: 
er. Jesus was the greatest example of a 
prayer warrior that has ever lived, and 
how men can expect their preaching to 
have its God-ordained influence over 
their congregations, when they never 
spend thirty minutes a day in communion 
with the one they are working ror, is 
more than my little mind can grasp. The 
expression of Paul in Gal. 4:19 gives some 
idea of what is required in the ministry 
of soul saving. 


EXCUSES 


Let us consider some of them. Some 
have tried to excuse their fruitless minis- 
try and console themselves with the fact 
that in all of our Lord’s ministry here 
on earth, He had only 120 ready for the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost on the day 
of Pentecost. This may be true, but these 
were not all who had believed in Him 
and were His followers; there were 509 
brethren somewhere and I am persuaded 
that there were many more somewhere 
besides these. 


Then they say that Noah preached 120 
years and only got eight souls’ saved. 
Well, that’s better than many holiness 
preachers are doing, for we see their boys 
and girls going to hell ehile they are 
busy trying to save the other fellow's; 
and I have yet to be convinced Biblically 
that it took Noah 120 years to build the 
ark. 


But let these things be as they may, it 
is enjoined on us to do greater things 
than Jesus did, because, as He said, “I 
go to the Father.” Again, He taught that 
when the Holy Ghost was come, He would 
reprove, which means to convince or con- 
vict, the world of sin, and of righteous- 
ness and of judgment. See John 14:12 and 
16:7, 8 and again in 15:16 He said that 
He had chosen and ordained us that we 
should bring forth fruit and that our 
fruit should remain. And I do not believe 
that we are to be satisfied with our mun- 
istry simply because we are doing as well 
or perhaps better than some brother min- 
ister is doing. Jesus is the pattern and 
authority, and not man. Furthermore, we 
believe that the fact that only 120 re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost on the day of Pen- 
tecost, has in some way, something to do 
with the priesthood of the Old Testament 
dispensation, though we are unable at 
the present to fully explain how or why, 
but see 1 Chron. 5:12, 
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PRAYERS, SUPPLICATIONS, STRONG 
CRYING AND TEARS 

I would have the reader turn to He- 
brews and read the entire 5th chapter, 
then note carefully the 7th verse. Here 
we have the Chief Shepherd, our Great 
High Priest, humbling Himself before the 
throne of the Father in prayer with sup- 
plication, strong crying and tears. Turn 
again to the gospel accounts of this scene 
and it is said that He, being in agony, 
prayed more earnestly and His sweat was 
as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. 

Could He have escaped this? Yes, in- 
deed He could, but the world’s salvation 
depended upon Him, and only through 
the suffering of the Savior could we be 
at one with God. It is said of Jesus that 
He was moved with compassion when He 
beheld the multitudes, and again that as 
He beheld the City of Jerusalem, He 
wept over it; but I am afraid that in our 
ministry there is too much of the spirit 
of, “If they don’t want to go to heaven, 
let them go to hell.” I am reminded of 
the story of the young man, who, during 
an altar call, made his way out in the 
audience to a very intelligent looking 
man and asked him if he didn’t want to 
go to heaven. The man replied, No. Then, 
said the young man, go to hell. And he 
turned and made his way back to the 
place where he had been before. 

Brother, I believe that the true spirit 
of soul winning lies in the fact of our 
being willing to cry and pray until God 
breaks through the enemies’ ranks. Do 
you wonder why your ministry is not 
more fruitful? Then read Acts 20:19, 31; 
Lam. 2:11-18; Jer. 9:1, 18; Psasm 126:5, 
6; Psalm 6:6; 42:3; 56:8. 


CONCLUSION 

Just a few more thoughts and then I

PREACHING

preaching of today is God-given time and 
effort wasted, from the simple fact that 
there is not enough of prayers and tears 
behind it. 

The barren soil of man’s heart is glazed 
over and hardened until it takes some- 
thing more than dry preaching to soften 
it. There is a vast difference in preach- 
ing to stir up the human emotions and 
keep the audience in an uproar of ha, ha’s 
all the time, and preaching to break up 
the fallow ground of the soul and break 
their hearts with the hammer of God’s 
good truth until they will fall in the al- 
tar and weep their way through to Cal- 
vary. 

I don’t suppose I would get many amens 
to this kind of preaching before an as- 
sembly or camp meeting, but that does 
not move me in the least; I believe I am 
on Bible lines and I am going to deliver 
my soul. The old fashion way of both 
suint and sinner falling in the altar and 
erying and praying as if somebody’s loved 
ones were dying, until some lost soul 
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gets home to God, has gone decidedly out 
of fashion, and before we ever have any 
more old time revivals, the style is go- 
ing to have to change again. I’ll tell you, 
brother and sister, we need something 
more than hand-claps and ha, ha’s in our 
preaching. 

Let our preaching become so electrified 
and dynamical until it will strike as a 
hot thunderbolt and explode like a ton 
of dynamite in some sinner’s heart and 
tear him all to pieces; then let us be so 
anointed with the oil of the Holy Ghost 
that it will just flow smoothly in and 
around the cracks and crevices of the 
heart, and you will see somebody find- 
ing their way to the altar in double-quick 
time and you won’t have to sing your 
Jungs out to get them there either. 

Now is this all? No. There are many 
texts and good thoughts that could be 
well added, but let this suffice for now, 
and don’t forget to pray for us.

above title and as I began to ponder 
over the following message, nothing more 
suitable presented itself to my mind for 
a subject for same. The text is found in 
Eph. 5:22, “Abstain from all appearance 
of evil.” Abstain means to refrain from. 
The enemy is today just as wise and sub- 
tle as he was on the day he persuaded 
Eve to fall. There are many, many things 
which he knows he can’t persuade ine 
child.cn of God to partake of, thercfore 
he has many substitutes which are pres- 
ented in such an innocent form that the 
children of God are caught in his snare 
before they are hardly aware of it. 

First, we will mention the radio, This 
is a wonderful invention and if the real 
God-called ministers were financially able 
to broadcast, the wonderful gospel could 
take wings, as it were, and fly to the ut- 
termost parts of the earth. But like most 
everything else the devil seems to have 
a mortgage on it, using it to bring to the 
ears of its millions of listeners volumes 
of foolishness, which the Word of God 
positively condemns. Prov. 24:9 says that 
the thoughts of foolishness is sin. Then 
can we have God’s approval on us if we 
sit by and lend our ears to listen to those 
things. This new form of announcement 
and entertainment is no doubt entangling 
many in its meshes today, taking the 
place of the vaudeville and different kinds 
of shows with many who would throw up 
their hands in horror at the thought of 
entering a show. To me this just looks 
lixe a case of “close by or near to.” I’ll 
admit that valuable information is given 
thru this medium and if only God’s cuil- 
dren wou!'!d have the love of God abound- 
ing in their hearts'so that they would 
take the good and“leave the bad, but alas! 
I fear that because iniquity is abounding 
the love of many is waxing cold, causing 
them to neglect their Bible and prayer 
life, the result of which will automatic- 
ally bring defeat in their Christian ex- 
perience. 

Hand in hand with th: radio goes the 
comic page of the daily newspaper, twiu- 
ing its long arms of deceitfulness around 
its many victims with its solacing prom- 
ise that “it’s no harm to read something 
witty and which yields a real point,” but 
listen to Paul’s admonition given in Phil. 
4:8, “Finally, my brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things are just, what- 
soever things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are of goo 
report; if there be any virtue, if there 
be any praise, think on these things.”

of fellowship. In the face of plain facts 
recorded in 2 Cor. 11 this seemed to be a 
shame but again the scripture reminds us 
that because iniquity shall abound the 
love of many shall wax cold. After the 
above ruling was made we did not have 
any more members getting their hair 
bobbed but occasionally then as we do 
now, we come across some who were “just 
close by or near to;” namely, the loag 
bob. “Just trimmcd my hair to make it 
grow,” woulu perhaps be the excuse. If 
such Were the case, enough was left to “lo 
up,” but no, it was left hanging loose, 
which after having been “tousled up” 
with the curling iron, was not far from 
a real bob. 

Next comes jewelry and costly apparel. 
Another ruling of the Assembly is to lay 
aside gold and costly apparel. Some seem 
to confine the gold to finger rings ana 
with a spirit of submission they will lay 
them aside, retaining other ornaments 
such as large brooches, buckles, and orna- 
ments for the hats. Sometimes these con- 
sist only of ten cent materials, neverthe- 
less, the appearance signifies a hanker- 
ing for that which God’s Word condemns. 

We are made to note the elaborateness 
of dress among our people. We often hear 
the expression, “It was given to me, or 
came in such a manner as to cost scarce- 
ly anything,” nevertheless the appearance 
to others is of lavisnness and no doubt 
workers are often made to suffer for prop- 
er food because of this fact. The Bible 
teaches cleanliness, neatness, and simplic- 
ity of dress, so I feel we should steer as 
clear from the appearance of the world 
as possible t» be within bounds of reason 
and common sense. 

In Matt. 11:7, 8 Jesus asked the multi- 
tude concerning John, “What went ye 
out in the wilderness to see? A reed shik- 
en with the wind? What went ye out for 
to see? A man clothed in soft raiment? 
behold, they that wear soft clothing are 
in kings’ houses. But what went ye out 
for to see? A prophet? yea, I say unto 
you, and more than a prophet.” Nay, it 
was not John’s elaborate dress that drew 
the multitude but rather the mighty pow- 
er of God, because St. Matt. 3:4 says, 
“And the same John had his raiment cf 
camel’s hair and a leathern girdle about 
his loins.” Thru history we learn that this 
was the common attire of the day. This 
custom of dress is not in vogue today but 
it conveys to us the thought that simple 
attire is the most becoming to a saint of 
God. It is not necessary to dress “close 
by or near to” the world to attract the 
multitudes, but if we will pray down the 
mighty power of the Holy Ghost the news 
will be noised abroad and God will get a 
following thru us instead of man. 

Next comes immodest dress. So many 
things to taxe the place of what is termed 
immodest dress. A_ substitute for the 
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sleeveless dress is a dress without sleeves, 
with a cape effect, which partly covers 
the arms when in a downward positton. 
A slight elevation of the arm causes it 


to slip back leaving the arm and armpit - 


revealed. Many would think it a disgrace 
to wear one of the modern backless dress- 
es, but will allow the front of their dress 
to drop to a very immodest degree. Just 
“close by or near to!” 

These few mentioned things do not in- 
clude the pajamas which if not worn on 
the streets are often worn in the home, 
also the uncovered limbs and transparent 
clothing which cannot be otherwise term- 
ed only immodest. 

Another thing is slang and filthy com- 
munication which comes “close by or 
near to” cursing. How unbecoming for a 
saint of God to use slang expressions. The 
Wo.d says, “Let your communication be, 
Yea, yea; Nay, nay: for whatsoever 1s 
more than these cometh of evil.” Timothy 
admonishes us to let our conversation be 
an example. Phil. 1:27. “Only let your 
conversation be as it becometh the gospel 
of Christ” Phil. 3:20, “For our conversa- 
tion is in heaven.” 

There are many other things no doubt 
which could be looked at in the same 
light but in conclusion I will quote a 
verse of a little song I heard years ago, 
with just a slight change in the fizst 
line: 

“You partake of all these follies 

Which makes your religion cold; 

These no-harm sins I’m telling you 

about 

Will cause you to lose your soul.”

NEW FIELD WON 


We are thanking and praising God for 
victory over sin and the devil. Thank 
Him for His plan of salvation, His way 
of delivering souls from the yoke if 
bondage. Glory to God for victory! I feel 
it deep down in my soul just now. The 
Holy Ghost is abiding with me today. 

We came here to a new field on June 
26 and opened fire on the enemy. The 
folks came out to hear the Word of God 
as it was given out with power or the 
Holy Ghost.
